It would bo well if the issues of the press 
varied in npfcaranco onjy ; but it 13 a la- 
mentahle JVt, that the puhlic^lions of Die 
|irti-:nt tiny nol only pOSS&S the/; diversified 
OXtOTftaiS, but Hint they are frcrjuctilly char* 
acterized by Opposite qualities, mid, 03 neon- 
te(|iieuce, exert influencoj which are oft times 
ai widely dili'.-jrui as the meridian tun and 
midnight dartbetS - tlie one infl-jcnce being 
highly tjuiifiKVil, while Iho other is of that 
ptrnicioitt nature, which every pliihmthropist 
would wis.Ii, not only that there mi^bt be an 
end, but that thero had been no beginning.. 

In what manner does the pre w exert an 
influence which is pernicious in the education 
of youth ? Wc will be^iri with that which is 
lea El detrimental in its effects upon the mind 
of tho kilting generation. Tho time spent; iu 
the pcru«.il or.itudy of 'those boots or papers, 
the contents of which afford none, or con* 
Btdcrlng what uught be pathercd from other 
works, comparatively linlo instruction, nor 
conduce to the refiiiiu*' of the mental tojte, is 
tiuic misipplicd. And it may be laid down 
at one .■ and for ever as an axiom, the truth of 
which will not b-i questioned, that whatever 
leads to the misimprovcinerii of time is bane 
ful in it? efKct<, however innoceut otherwise. 
When wo consider that a few brief years com- 
pi iss our allotted lime on earth, this foet alone 
should cause US to aspha fur at least a por- 
tion of tint universe of knowledge, of which 
as yet wc hive aciuiitd comparatively no- 
thlrl^. When such a iniml as Newton's, 
which was unceasingly at work, had only com* 
prcl'.euded a drop out of the immense ocean 
OffcCionCC, intellects of a more limited order 
cannot afl'-itd to Iiiltcr away time, but must 
lie "*up and doimf." 

A very pcraicjous influence is oho exerted 
by the publication of many worts not of ques- 
tionable utility only, hut of a character de- 
cidedly dcmvraliliii^ nnd liccnliousi The 
Imok'-slorci, ciiculatin^ libraries, and priratc 
libraries too, ate tciuilng with auclttrat!*, not 
to mention those which arc bid 'hiring the 
day and read wJicn the reader thould be 
askep. Included amon^ these is a vast num- 
ber of tho multitude of novels and romances, 
which ore printed in a cbc3p and an attrac- 
tive font), and disseminated far and wide, 
contaminating and ruiniug the iaiprcsiihle 
minds of the young, Tho fruiu of stfch pub- 
licaliooa may be dollars to Uieir makerd and

They havo'n'o tasto for reading them- 
t'clvea, r.?ldom or never is n book or a newf- 
pajver found in their hands; lienpo they arc 
quiib incapibloof dircctinjj their children as 
to what they ehould read and what [cave un- 
read. . Ou^ht not all who admit Ihc truth of 
thc'felaieincrits wc have 'enunciated, and to 
whom the mental training of the rising gen- 
eration is intrusted, lend all their 'influence 
lo foater a taste for the purest literary know- 
led^e?' -« • ; 

Anolhtr phase of tho pernicious influence 
of iho press is witnessed in tho diliyenco of 
boiuc to pro^a^itc that which leads to excite 
tho prurience of tho curious, 'i'o paiticular- 
izc. for, inAtaooe'. how often do our cJitorn 
publish .delailcd apcoupls of trials of criminal 
cased, thus pjndcrin^ to the morbid craving 
of minds morally diseased for the sake of pe- 
cuniary jjain. Uy this means, as well as 
othcrs f .thc ]ircss.has boon unfortunately .*4is- 
bcmiiiating inucb by which the minds of tbo 
yojiu;j in : particular ore led away from tlto 
paths of virtue.. 

JJut Ictus turn to the bright aide of the 
picture, and consider ihc great benefits, that 
have accrued to tho world since the invention 
of.thc "art of arts." Prior lo that event ab 
otofet universal ignorance prevailed, and wc 
may safely assert that scarcely ono in a thou- 
Bind could read ; and even were they able 
to read, tho high- (rice of books plac:d them 
beyond tlic rc f 4cb of all but the piust wealthy, 
there being no JAiblic libra rJc-aor other means 
by which'acccss could be had to the works 
Inert Written* 'As far as wc can observe the 
events of the pa&t' it appears, that the period 
immediately preceding tbo invention of print- 
ing, littc' that portion* of night just before 
day-break, was about the djike-,1, most igno- 
rant and superstitious since the christian era. 
No sooner, however, were the productions of 
the press upread abroad; than tho clouds oJ 
ignorance and superstition began to disperse 
before the rays of this great cnlightcner ; and 
like the appealing of the inajeslic Orb of day 
above the eastern horizoA, diffused its benign 
rays throughout tho world. In a very short 
lime the press entirely changed the character 
and symmetry, as toon as books were abun- 
dant enough to subject it to a close rcruliny. 
The records of divine wudom. which had 
long been concealed, were now diffused. ' And 
as the world was emerging from the* glimmer 
and (.doom of the middle ages, hisloiy war- 
rants us in asserting that Ike press effected 
more towards the cmancipation'of the world 
from the feudalism, the absolutism, and the 
dogmatism then existing, than any other in- 
strumentality. 

It must to gratifying to ever J' lover of pro- 
gress to know that, though the press of our 
day is far from being perfect, yet il is decid- 
edly in advance of that of former days, as 
won in moral influences as in every other re- 
spect. At all LitrtC*f we doubt not hut that 
the good eft'iCtcd by it has fir outweighed the 
evil. Mac'iul.iy, in bis incomparable history, 
thus illustrates our htatetnents : During a 
hundred and sixty years the liberty of our 
prcOj has been constantly becoming moro and 
more entire; and during tUoso bundled and 
sixty years the restraint imposed on writers 
by the general feeling of readers has been 
constantly, becoming mere and mote strict. — 
At length even that class of works in which 
it was formerly 'thought that a voluptuous 
imagination was | ■: ivikdged to disport itself, 
love songs, comedies, novels, have becomo 
more decorous than tho sermons of the seven- 
teenth century." f r . , . * ( % 
' But why do wethus refer to the dood that 
has been effected by the 'press? , Wo do so 
in order 16 prove that much good iin^ht yet 
bo riCcODjplijhed by^thosaniO; inslruiaentali- 
tjr. 'f bo evil wlfictj it lias directed, nnd ji 
still effecting, lias Uch'to' somQ extent por- 
trayed. The only antidote wo at present 
surest is, that in every case possible-' there 
should be vclteelected libtary in the posses 
sion of every fimily^at le*-*H one or two re- 
putaVJc periodicals, b j^idei the regular news- 
paper.' M64t uVairabte'ahd important Is it 
loo that tho contents of these have for their 
basis the gr&C and eternal principles of 
revealed religion. With these |rrcrc- 

3uisites it Is almost tinpo'ssible bat that cliil- 
ren will grdA' up with intclleCtuil habits, a 
tasto : for good' rvading, -'acquiring a vast 
amount of knowledge aud valuable 1 moral les- 
t?- r iris. Besides tho pro6t resulting from 
adopting such a course, as well as the numer- 
ous evils avoided, a rational cujoymcut' Is 
placed ever within reach.
